A separate vote was given for the adoption of 
the clause of the Constitution of Indiana, ex- 
cluding the colored people trom the State. 

The protamation of Gov. Wright just issue- 
ed gives the result of the vote as feliows: 





For the Constitution, 110,586 
Against the Conatitution, 27.173 
Majority fur the Constitution, 63,207 
For Negro Exclusion, 111,304 
Against Negro Exclusion, 21,125 
Majority for Negro Exclusion, 90,096

The Christiana Tragedy. 





The tragedy whieh oceurred near Lan- 
enster, Pa.. on the Ith, is the first we have 
had under the Fugitive act, where Slaves de- 
fended themselves like men. The probabil- 
‘ity Is, Gat will not be the last. ‘The won- 
| der 18, that colored men have Leretofore sub- 
| mitted so tauie ly. 
j The account we give is from a corres- 
poudent of the New York Tribune, who re- 
ceived his facts trom an eye wiiness, 

From an individual just from that place, 
we learn that a slavuholder with his son aud 
nephew, from Maryland, accompanied «by 
(U.S. officers of this city and Baltimore, 
Went to Christiana atter two fugitive slaves. 
| Phe blacks, having received notice of their 
conng, gathered, a considerable number of 
them, inthe house whieh the siave-caiching 

party were expected to visit. ‘The door was 
| fastened and the blacks retired to the upper 
j part of the house. When the slaveholder 
jand his company approached, they were 

warned off. A parley took place, the slive- 
! holder declaring, as it is said and believed, 
|“ I will go to hi or have my slaves.”— 
The door was broken in, a horn was sound- 
| ed out of one of the upper windows; after an 
interval, a company of blacks, armed gather- 
| ed on the spot, and the negroes ju the house 
jmade a rush down stairs and crowded the 
Whites out, Here the parley was resumed, 
the spokesman of the blacks telling tie white 
nen to Co away; they were determined he 
said, to die rather than yo into siavery, or 
, allow any one of their number to be taken. 
Ue declared moreover that the blacks would 
not fire, but if the whites fired they were 
dead men, Shortly, first the nephew, then 
the slave-owner and his son fired revolvers, 
wounding a nuuber of the blacks, but not 
seriously,—cne ean bad fis ear periore ted 
iby a ball. ‘The clothes of others were pier- 
ced and torn, but as the blacks said after- 
wards “the Lord shook the balls out of their 
clothes.” "Tie fire of the whites was return- 
ed. ‘The slave-owner tell dead, and his sou 
very dangerously wounded. The whites 
{then returned, One of the U. 8. officers 
i summoned the posse, but in vain. Some of 
the neighbors, Quakers, and Anti-Siavery 
persons, went and took up the wounded 
man and carried him to one of their homes, 
where, witle they told bin in Quaker 











in whieh he bad been engaged. Every at- 
tention was paid him. Medical aid instant 
‘ly sent for. ‘The effect of this treatment up- 
‘on the young man, as our informant told us, 
may easily be imagined. Tle wept aud vow- 
ed, if he lived, to correct the impression peo- 
ple had at bis home about the Abolitionists. 
The Doctor pronounced his wounds morcal. 

Peoyle soon gathered in large numbers at 
this scene of biood, The excitement was 
immense. Opinions aud feelings conflicted, 
of course, but there was a strong feeling in 
behalf of the blacks. While the crowd 
were tathing, and during the ferent, two 
blacks (brick makers) passed. One oi the 
crowd exclaimed, “there go two leilows who 
should be shot!” The black men paused, 


to this effect: “Here we are; shoot us, if you 
choose; we are a suffering people anyhow. 
God made us black: we can’t belp that; 
shoot us if you will.” 
stantaneous and strong, and any man who 
had muttered a word agaiust the blacks 
would have been knocked down on the 
spot. 

It is not true that the blacks had been 
counseled to resist, They had been repeat- 
edly advised not to fight, but to flee to Can- 
ada. 

Our informant, an aged and eminent mem- 
ber of the Society of Friends, does not pro- 
fess to give the testimony of an eye-witness; 
he had seen the dead body of the slavehotder. 
He knew the people who tock charze of the 
wounded man. He knew that the blacks 
had heen counseled agzinst resistance. The 
friends of the slave aud the tigitive, in that 
neighborhood are Quakers, Further than 
this, the above aecount is the account ofa 
resident in that vicinity, who gives us what 
is the most provable truth of the cae, aecor- 
ding to the statements of those in ihe neieh- 
borhioou best acquainted with the circum 
stances. Ina few days. it is hoped that ibe , 
truth will be aseertained with aiore certein-- 
ty. Although, by some questioned at test, 
which fired iirst, the setiled belief at the 
place is, that the whites fived first, as stated 
above.
